gr Henry, late Earl of Shelburne, in the Kingdom of Ireland, 
— ha, in his Life Time, duly make and publiſh his laſt 
Will and Teſtament in Writing, bearing Date on or about the 
Twenty-third Day of March, in the Year of our Lord One 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Fifty; and thereby gave and 
deviſed all and ſingular his Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, Rents, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments whatſoever and whereſoever in Great Britain and Ireland, 
or either of them, wherein he or any Perſon or Perſons in Truſt for him, 
— any Eſtate in Fee Simple in Poſſeſſion, Reverſion, Remainder, or 
, and all other his real Eſtates, unto his Nephew the Honourable 

7 Fitzmaurice, of the City of Dublin, for the Term of Ninety-nine 
ears, if the ſaid Jahn Fitzmeurice ſhould fo long live, without Impeach- 
ment of Waſte, with divers Remainders over; and the ſaid Teſtator de- 
clared his Will and Deſire to be, That the ſaid Jobn Fitzmaurice, and the 
other Perſons in Remainder, ſhould reſpectively. within one Calendar 
Month next after their reſpective coming into the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid 
Teſtator's ſaid real Eſtates, or any Part thereof, by Virtue of his faid Will, 
change their own Sirnames, and inſtead thereof take upon them reſpectively 
and uſe the Sirname of Petty ; With a Proviſo in the faid Will contained, 
That in caſe the faid Jabn Fitzmaurice, and the ſeveral other Perſons 
in — or any of them, ſhoùld refuſe or neglect to take upon 
an met the ſaid Sirname of Petty, within the Time above 

the Deviſe therein before contained, and the Eſtate therein 

— to ſuch of them as ſhould refuſe or neglect ſo to do, 


ſhould ceaſe, determine, and be utterly void, and of none Effect; and = 
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the ſaid Manors and Premiſſes, ſhould immediately, upon ſuch Refuſal 
or Neglect, deſcend to or veſt in the Perſon or Perſons who would be enti- 
tuled to take the fame by Virtue of any of the Limitations aforeſaid, in 
caſe the Perſon or Perſons ſo refuſing or neglecting, was or were dead, 
any thing therein before contained to the contrary in any wiſe notwith- 
ſtanding, 405 


And whereas the ſaid Henry, late Earl of Shelburne, died without having 
revoked his ſaid Will, and thereupon the ſaid Teſtator's Nephew, called 
= Fitzmaurice in the faid Will, now Tohn Petty, Lord Viſcount 

itzmaurice in the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, became entituled to and poſſeſſed 
of the faid Eſtates fo limited to him by the ſaid Teſtator, and did in Com- 

liance with, and Conformity to the Directions of the ſaid Will in that 

half, uſe and take upon him the ſaid Sirname of Petty, and obtained an 
Act to be paſſed in the Parliament of Great Britain, in the Twenty-fourth 
Year of his preſent Majeſty's Reign (entituled, An Act to enable the Honourable 
John Fitzmaurice, and bis Iſſue, to take and uſe the Sirname of Petty, pur- 
fuant to the Will of the Right Honourable Henry, late Earl of Shelburne, in 
the Kingdom of Ireland, deceaſed) whereby it was enacted, That the ſaid 
John Petty (now Lord V iſcount Fitzmaurice in the ſaid Kingdom of Ireland) 
and his Iſſue, ſhould from thenceforth, and at all Times thereafter, have, 
uſe, aſſume, and take upon him, them, and pr 44 them, the Sirname of 
Petty, and ſhould in all Deeds, Letters, and other Inſtruments of Writing, 
be called and ſtiled by the Sirname of Petty, and ſett, tranſcribe, and write 
his and their Sirname and Sirnames Petty, to all and every ſuch Deeds, 
Writings, Letters and Inſtruments, 


And whereas the ſaid Will hath been duly proved in the High Court of 
Chancery of Great Britain, and the faid John Petty, Lord Viſcount 
Fitzmaurice, may have frequent Occaſion to produce or give the ſame in 
Evidence, as well in Great Britain as in Ireland; and the faid Will cannot 
(as Occafion may from Time to Time require) be carried from one Kingdom 
to the other, ſo as to be made uſe of at any Trial at Law, without great 
Hazard, nor can the Witneſſes who are able to prove the due Execution of 
the faid Will, be compelled by any Proceſs to attend in the ſaid Kingdom of 
Treland, to give their Teſtimony at any Trial at Law to be had there; 


Whereſoze Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and obedient Subject, the ſaid John 
Petty, Lord Viſcount Fitzmaurice, 


Doth mot humbly beſeech Your Moft Excellent MA FE STZ. 


That it may be Euatted. And be it Enacted, by the King's Moſt Excellent 
MajesTy, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by 
the Authority of the ſame, That for the better Preſervation and ſafe Cuſtody 
of the ſaid Will, the faid Jobn Petty, Lord Viſcount Fitamaurice, and all or

any of the Perſons claiming under the ſaid Will, ſhall and may at any Time 
hereafter be at Liberty to exemplify in the ſaid High Court of we ang the 
a 


faid Will, and the Proceedings and Depoſitions of the Witneſſes already 
taken there for proving the ſame, and now remaining as of Record in the 
ſame Court (which ſaid Will, Proceedings, and Depoſitions, the pro 
Otficers of the ſaid Court are hereby required, as often as Occaſion ſhall be, 
to exemplify 3 and that when the ſame ſhall be ſo exemplified, 
under the Great Seal of Great Britain, ſuch Exemplifications ſo under Seal 
as aforeſaid, ſhall and may be produced, pleaded, read, given, and allowed 
in Evidence, on any Trial, or in any Suit, in all, every, or any of the 
Courts of Law or Equity, in the Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, 
or in either of them; and that upon producing the ſaid Exemplifications of 
the ſaid Will, Proceedings, and Depoſitions, ſuch Exemplifications ſhall and 
may be admitted to be read and pleaded, and be deemed, adjudged, taken 
and allowed in all and every, or any of the ſaid Courts of Law or Equity, in 
the ſaid Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, or in either of them, to be, 
and ſhall be as good and effectual to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if the ſaid 
original Will had been produced, pleaded and proved there. 


Pzovided aiwaps, and it is hereby Declared, That no Clauſe or Expreſ- 
fion in this Act contained, ſhall any wiſe extend or be i to add unto 
or diminiſh the Force or Effect of the ſaid Will, but the ſhall be, and 
be conſtrued to be of the ſame Effect and Force, and none other, as if this 


Act had not been made. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act, and 
every Clauſe and Part thereof, ſhall be deemed and taken Notice of in all 
and every, or any of the Courts of Law or Equity, within the Kingdoms 
aforeſaid, or either of them, as a publick A& of Parliament, and the 
plification thereof, under the Great Seal of Great Britain, ſhall, and may be 
admitted and read according, in all and every, or any of the Courts of Law 
and Equity in Great Britain or Ireland.
